NORVIN GHESBN’s. VIEWS. 


Me Testifies as to the Prefiis of the Company, ite Pdb- 
lle Policy and the Late Strike. 

New York, August 31.—Doctor Norvin 
Green, president of the Western Union tele- 
graph company, continued his testimony be- 
fore the senate labor committee to-day. He 
said that in his opinion a telegraph system 
controlled and operated by the government 
in this country would be iwore expensive and 
less efficient than if controlled by a corpora- 
tion, this principally because partisan con- 
siderations would govern the appointments 
tothe service. If this objection were re- 
moved, a postal telegraph might, he 
thought, become acceptable. There were, 
he said, in the Western Qnion company about 
2.600 stockbuiders, and the largest amount 
held by any individual stockholder was thirty 
miilion dvilars’ worth. The eighty milhons 
of stuck of the company, except thirty to 
sixty thousand deilars, bad been distributed.

‘James C, Johnson and Wm. .Seward. ‘lhe 
families were neighborly, and the other day 
Seward went to Johnson’s toassist in picking 
peaches, A daughter of Johnson, Miss Emma, 
aged 17 years, was in the orchard assisting 
to pick the peaches. While her father went 
o the railrodd station with a load of peaches 
she and Seward remained at work. During 
Johnson’s abcence Seward assaulted the 
young girl. The victim’s recital of the crime 
is as follows: She cheerfully helped to pick 
the fruit so that a load might be 
ready for her father on his return 
from thestation, four milesdistant. No other 
person was on the premises save the young 
girl's mother, who was at the house, out of 
hearing. Thefather had not been longabsent. 
The girl and Seward were at work but a few 
vards apart, she with her back toward him. 
She suspected nothing nor was warned of her 
peril until she found herself in the strang 
embrace of the man, who approached her 
from behind. After committing tbe assault 
he went toward the house. Here he called 
on Mrs. Johnson for what was coming to him 
for work for her husband. She observed. his 
excited manner, and asked why he had quit 
so suddenly, in the midst of the pressing work 
of getting the peachesready for market. Upon 
her inquiry for her daughter as to why it was 
that she had not come up to the: house with 
him, Seward -‘stammered, ‘She is out 
there sick, but I didn’t hurt her.” The 
mother hurried tothe orchard and found her 
daughter lying prostrate and unconscious. 
Her person and clothing and the surround- 
ings bore evidences of desperate struggle in 
resisting the assault. She did not regain her 
strength.for hours. The man left the prem- 
ises as soon as the mother started in search of 
her daughter. He has not been heard of 
since, thouzh writs are out, Miss Johnson is 
of slight and delicate build and is decidedly 
pretty. Her father came to Caroline county 
from Deleware atew years ago, and is well- 
to;do and respectable. Seward is a: young 
man, witha wife and too’ small children. It 
is thought that he asked Mrs. Johnson for the 
money in order,to make his escape, more Cer- 
tain. ’

Trouble Between two North Carolina Politicians

WasHINGTON, August 31:—A difficulty oc- 
curred this evening at the Metropolitan hotel

At Lindsey’s request 
Commander drew up someé sort of a state- 
ment in writing, but this did not appear to 
be satisfactory, and after some hot words 
Lindsey struck Commander a violent blow in 
the face, knocking him @atross the corridor. 
Friends interfered and’ separated the men, 
Commander going to his room without re- 
senting the blow. Lindsey remained at fhe 
hotel for several hours watching for Com- 
mander’s reappearance, and sent up a card to 
his room, but without response. 

He threatens to punish him still further, 
and there is the usual talk of a duel.

DR. WAGNER ARRESTED. 


Litigant of Maryland Comes to 


The Irrepressible 
trief at Last, 
IrepeRICK, Md., August 31.—Dr. Harrison 
Wagner, the famous litigant, against whom 
an attachment was issued by the chief judge 


court in disobeying one of its decisions, was 
arrested on Sunday afternoon at the residence 
of his brother-in-law, Mr. Joseph Carmack, 
near Silver Springs, by a detective specially 
employed by the Adams express company for 
this -purpose. 
The detective brought his prisoner here 
yesterday, and when: Wagrer emerged from 
the car he was greeted with the cry of ‘Shoot 
him! shoot him!’’ He clung closely to the 
detective, and was first taken tothe jail and 
thence tothe courthouse, where alarve crowd 
of curious and interested persons, including 
a number of his victims, had gathered. Coun- 
sel for the express company were present in 
the courtroom, and at their request the hear- 
ing Was postponed until to-morrow morning. 
The prisoner was held to bailin the sum of 
$10,000. The irrepressible litigant is extreme- 
ly nervous, and evidently fears that some at- 
empt will be made upon his lire. He never- 
sTess boasts that he will now beyond perad- 
venture bavea good case against the Adam

The Prevalence of Disease Amongthe Canal Workers 
—Yeliow Fever. 


WASHINGTON, August 31.—The United 
States consul at Tampico reportsto the de- 
partment of state, under date of August 10.Lb, 
that the authorities at that pors have, since 
the Ist, established a quarantine of eight days 
avainst all vessels arriving from ‘'Verra Cruz, 
and from other infected ports He says that 
Tampico and vicinity enjoy good health to 
date, and there is no suspicion of the plague, 
cholera, vomit or contagious distemper what- 
ever in that district. | The surgeon 
general of-the marine. hospital service, 
has been informed that during 
the month of July there were 11 deaths from 
yellow fever among the foreign population at 
Panama, and that the deaths among the poor 
classes of foreigners and natives, which are 
not made public. were more than twice that 
number. fhe great difficulty is experienced 
in obtaining mortality reports, as it is clear 
that if they were made public it would be 
ditticult for the canal company to obtain la- 
borers, and it might enhance the cost. of ha- 
bor. Theemployes of the company are so 
reticent on the subject that it is presumed 
that they have orders not to give informa- 
tion. 

No Sickness in Pensacola. 

PENSACOLA, August 3l.—Another day has passed 
without any kind of sickness at Pensacola, and 48 
hours, ending at noon, without news from the 
navy yard.

Here and there a stream Of lava would enter 
an arm of the sea or corae in contact with the 
water ofariver. ‘hei the incandescent lava 
wouldsuddealy produce >oiling heatand rapid 
raporization, but the supeificial consolidation 
that almost instantly enszed would prevent 
any further contact withthe water. The fis- 
sures that opened in this thin crust as it so- 
lidified on the stream of Java eniitted tor- 
rents of vapor extending. high into the air, 
and making a tremendous seething sound, as

This bed of ice was surrounded by a thick en- 
velop of sand and scoriw, which are non-con- 
‘ductors of heat. It is supposed tinis ice had 
formed the crust of some subterravean lake 
two o’clock on Mpnday ‘morning 
the great cloud suddenly broke into smal! 
sectionsand quickly vanished. At thesame 
time frightful rumblings were heard, and the 
columns Of tire and smoke over the southeast 
corner of the island ceased to ascend, whiie 
the craters in the other parts of Java seemed 
to open their fiery throats still wider, to let 
out the greaiest quantity of lava,rocks pumice 
and ashes yet vomited forth. The hissing of 
the sea became so loud as to be almost deaf- 
euite. “The waves rustréd up un the shore to 
an unprecedented height. | 

When daylight came it Was seen that an 
enormous tract of land had disappeared, ex- 
tending from Point Capucin on the south to 
Negery Pafoerang on the north and west, to | 
Low Point, covering an extent of territery 
about fity miles squares. In this were situated 
the villages of Negery and Negery Babawung. 
None of the people inhabiting. these places, 
nor of the natives scattered sparsely througn 
tne forests on the plains escaped death. ° This 
section ot the island was not so densely pop- 
ulated as the other portions, and the loss of 
life was comparatively small, although 
it ‘must have aggregated fully 
15,000 souis. The entire Kandang range of 
mountains, extending along the coast in a 
seini-circle for about sixty-five miles, had 
gone out of sight. The waters of Welcome 
bay, the Sunda straits and Pepper bay on the 
east, gnd of the Indian ocean on the south, 
had rushed in and formed a sea of. turbulent 
waters. Here and there the peak of acrater 
was exposed for a moment by the receding of 
a great wave, apd occasionally a puft of brown- 
ish gray smoke or a slight shower of rocks 
showed that the volcanoes still continued in 
active subeqeous eruption. 

The debris of the submerged and destroyed 
buildings was tossed hither and thither on 
the water, the only sign left that there had 
once been inhabited land there. The town 
of Taperang, within twenty-five miles of the 
city of Batavia, was swept away by the lava 
streams, and fully half the population, mostly 
Javanese, numbering about 1,800,/ perished. 
At Speelwick, near Point Salcis, the red-hot 
rocks set fire to the houses, and swept away

erty is very large, but no. lives 
are knownto have been lost. The River 
Jacatra, on the banks of which Batavia is sit- 
uated, was so completely dammed by the lava 
and debris that its course was changed, and 
from Franien Bastion it flowed down through 
C[ygers street, and joined the waters of the 
river ISmerades, swelling that stream to such 
an extent that it rgse high on the Castor bat- 
teries. Figelenknig was almost totally de- 
stroyed, and a large number of lives were lost 
there. 

The Island of Onins, five miles gif the 
mouth of the Targerang river and twenty 
mijes east of Batavia, was completely inun 
dated, and the floating dock there was totally 
dest.oyed. Caatye, Claps and Tronwers 
islands, off the portion of Java which disap- 
peared, are outof sightand nota vestige of 
them isleft. Baby and. Cheribo islands, off 
the north coast, lostthe few houses and in- 
habitants upon them. ; 

In Batavia the toss has been largely in- 
creased since the former reports. The roof of 
the government's house was crushed in by a 
mass of mud, and three of the retainers were 
killed. The town bridge was destroyed, the 
diamond and pearl bastions badly damaged, 
and the burran redoubt was destroyed. In 
Cuymand, Malabar and Lion streets, the prin 
cipal avenues of the city, the damage is very 
great. Fort Aatyoi is entirely destroyed. 
The town of Fagzal was severely shaken, and 
a few buildings were lef: standing. 

A violent shock was felt on the isiand of 
Sumatra Monday forenoon, and it was feared 
that other disturbances might follow. Midah 
island, ten miles off the Javanese coast and | 
half way between the extreme points of Java/ 
and Sumatra, was almost wholly engulfed by 
the sea. The small island of Sinkel, probably 
originally only a cone blown up by an erup- 
tion, entirely disappeared. It was uniniab- 
ited. The aggregate loss of life must be fully 
75.000, but the number of those who perishea 
can never, of course, be accurately known. 

OVERED WITH ASHES. 

Batavia, August 31.—The captain of the 
steamer which was in the strait‘of Sunda du- 
ring the recent volcanic eruptions reports 
that ashes fell on the deck of his vessel to the 
depth of eighteen inches, and that he passed

O0@ has been done, and a large number-vf new 
undertakings of different kinds have been 
started. The local manufacturers’ employed 
6,000 persons, and the value of their products 
was over $9,250,000. The phosphates and fer- 
tilizer business has been the largest ever 
known, the amount of Carolina phosphates 
exported and manufactured being 35.000 tons.

ception, The city debt has been reduced and 
the value of e1ty property has been increased 
from YU to 140 per cent during the year.

It was in the university 
library of Erfurt that Martin Luther first 
discovered the Bi it was inthe church of 
the Augustines that he was consecrated and 
r¢ad his first mass, and it was in thisidentical 
church of the Augustines that Herr von Bis- 
marck, 4s a member of the futile. Union 
parliament of 1850, first gave indication to 
his countrymen of how only national unity 
could be attained. Anticipating the venera- 
tion of posterity, the, town authorities have 
already put up an inscription on the very 
modest little house where the politica! unitier 
of the fatherland lodged when attending the 
Erfurt parliament; and as that little house 
was today passed by the multitudes of stu- 
dents who had assembled to do honor to the 
religious liberator of Germany, they raised 
such a clamor of enthusiasm as left no doubt 
about the heartiness of their hero-worship. 

Multitudes of students is the correct expres- 
sion. This formidable fortress town of Erfurt 
seemed to have been captured by an irresisti- 
ble army of academic vouth, composed of 
formidable contingents from almost every 
university in the fatherland. They came 
trooping in brave array from materialistic 
Berlin and Catholic Breslau, and neighboring 
Jena, sacred to the m@mory of Geothe and 
Schiller aud other lights of modern German 
literature; from Halle, on the winding Saale, 
and from Gottingen, which etill. remembers 
its founder English George: and the dueling 
days of Bismarck; from Munich” on 
the Isar, closé to the camp of the Ultramon- 
tanes; from Bonn on the 
Rhine, where Englishmen by numerous 
and therefore vainly, go to learn German; 
from Turbingen, in thesimple Swabiat region, 
whither young and orthodox aspirants to the 
Kirk of Scotland repair to:taste the waters of 
German theology and ascertain whether or 
not they are bitier, from: romantic Heildel- 
berg, ou the wooded edge ot the fertile Baden 
valleys; from Griefswards,; near to Northern 
Stalsund, which Wallenstein fiercely swore he 
would take, even if it were chained to 
Heaven; from Rostock, fatious in the time of 
Rittmeister Dugald Dalgetty for its beer; 
from Freiburg, overshadowed by tbe vines of 
the Black Forest; from Baltic Kiel, at once a 
pestiferous nest of social democrats and a 
safe and stately haven forthe imperial navy; 
[trom Strasburg, with its stork-frequented 
minster and its memories, its ever slowy-fad- 
ing memories for French dominion; and 
from Leipste, which las well been catied the 

Chim borazo of suiciae and the Birmingham 
of the book trade’ From all these renowned 
seats of learning came enthusiastic troops of 
those to whom the intellectual future of the 
fatherland beiongs, to honor the memory of 
the man who may well be called the fountain 
of its intellectual life. 

WHaT A SCENE, 

It was wretchedly wet and foul weather 
yesterday: but despite the malice of some 
Catholics, who form about a third of the 
positively im- 
proved prayed -<thatit might rain old 
knives. and pikeheads today, this morning 
hrought as: lovely summer weather as the 
heart of man could desire. And what a scene 
the sun shone on—thut quaint old Hansze city, 
with its patrician burghers, its memories of 
Luther, and Bismarck, and Napoleon; with 
his boasted parterre des Rois, its red-tiled 
roofs and its crooked streets, its projecting 
gables, its winding canals and gothic bridge, 
its historic churches and cloisters, its holiday 
attire of flags and gar_ands, tlowers, and ever- 
greens, its multitudes of visitors from every 
province of Germany, from all parts of the 
world—England, Scotlaod, Greece, Canada, 
America, and New Zealaud. Mecca never 
at.racted more devoted or more remotely-. 
dwelling pilgrims than did Erfurt today, to 
worship at the shrine of the great Protestant- 
ism. 

A few words will sullice to give the idea of 
today’s historical processions, which in some 
respects, it is true, differed from the incident 
it was meant tou represent, just a3 one of Shak- 
speare’s plays, presented atthe Lyceum, differs 
trom the mise en scene of the same play as 
put upon the boards at the Globe theatre. 
The year is 1521. Luther, who was then 
years old, stood under the ban of Pope Leo X: 
for having stubbornly refused to recant his 
famous ninety-five theses against indu#en- 
cies and other vile Romish abuses: and he was 
on his way to answer for bimself before the 
new emperor, Charles V., and all the assem- 
bled temporal and spiritual majesty of Eu- 
rope, to answer for himseif and to utter the 
immortal words, ‘‘Here | stand; I canrot do 
otherwise. God help me. Aidnen.’”’ As Lu- 
thers way from Wittenberg to Worms lay 
through Eriurt, where be had formerly stud- 
ied and taught, the members of the university 
and the townspeople, bearing of hisapproach, 
turned out to welcome and Wish godspeed to 
the audacious monk, with the fame of whose 
acts and words all Germany, from Memel to 
the Moselle, and from the Baltic to the Black 
furest, was beginning tO Ting as with the 
sound of tue trumpet ofPapaldoom. And how 
Krfurt received the great reformer we saw to- 
day in a picturesques reproduction of the 
scene, 

Preceded by Kasper Sturm, the gorgeously- 
emblazoned trumpet-bearing'imperial herald, 
who had ridden all the way trom Wittenberg 
to suinmon the deflant hermit from his cell,we 
saw the Augustine monk and bis priestly con- 
solers and Cumpanions arrive at the Schmidt 
Stedterthor, which is now, by a curious cdin- 
cidence, guarded by the frowning ‘Sweden 
Bastton’”’ of the fortress—a compliment, per- 
haps, to the great Gustavus Adolphus, that 
other redoubtable champion of the Protestant 
faith, And what would my Lord Bishop 
think if he had to drive from his palace to his 
cathedral in a vehicle such as conveyed one 
Dr. Martin Luther, translator of the Bible in- 
to his native German, and transformer of the 
general face of things from his ce 1 in Witten- 
berg to the presence of Imperial Majesty at 
Worms? A roughly-hung country wain went 
by, with an awning likea gipsy tent, a few 
bays of oats to feed the horses by the way 
forming aseat for the driver.

PROTECTION BROUGHT HOME, 


Protection for protection’s sake is spread 
ing; andif itis good against foreign lands, 
why is it not good against other states, or 
other countries, or even other militia dis- 
tricts? If it right and best to subsidize 
home indusiries by keeping out foreign pro- 
ducts, it is certainly right and best to bring 
the remedy closer home. And the thing is 
spreading. Not long ago the live stock ship- 
pers of Chicago complained that the dressed 
meat business was undermining their trade. 
They demanded of the railroad companies 
that an extra tax be laid upon = dressed 
meats in the interest of their own trade, 
This is protection for protection’s sake, and it 
is as sound and constitutional as the tax levied 
by-the government on woolen goods or pig 
iron. The poo] commission is considering the 
dressed beef question. If it decides to give 
the live stock trade the benetit of lower rates 
it will apply a new protection to our internal 
trade. Tne Georgia railroad commission has

THE NEW KIMBALL. 
Yesterday's Work Wilih the Listsa—A Suggestion From 
Dr. Pucker—A Fire Proof Hotel. 

Dr. H. H. Tucker writes usa ietter in whic h he 
suggests that the new hotel be made praetically fire 
poof and offers some advic2 on thesubject. We 
print his admirabie letter in full. 

:THE NEW HOTEL. 

About four hundred hotels a year are destroyed 
by fire in the U hited Statesand Canada! ‘That is to 
say, in the United States and Canada, the destruc- 
tion of hotels by fire, year after year, is at the rate 
of more than ove aday. Inthe month of May of 
the present year fo.ty hotels were destroyed by fire 
in the two countries named. In the succeeding 
mouth of June thirty-one hotels yielded to the 
flames within thesame terri:vory. The returns for 
July I have notseen. During the first week in Au- 
gust eight hotels were burned, and one of these 
was the Kimball honse. it has been said thousands 
of times that the burning of this house was only a 
quesuion Of time ‘and when tbe Catastrophe came 
uobudy was surprised, ‘True, the conflagration was 
notexpected atthe moment when it occurred, but 
it had been long looked for by every- 
body. As by miracie, no other 
building .was materlul.y injured and no 
life was lost. Such astounding fucts as these, under 
the Same Circumstances, Could scarcely be expected 
place agaliu in a thousand years, If thenew 
hotel is puiltlike the old one,its gesiruciion by fire 
wili be only aquestion of ime. The nuext melt 
burus we may iouk fer toe loss of half the city; and 
ifa hundred lives were lost the fact would not be 
surprising—the surprise would be if they were not 
lost, is it expedient. that such a fire-trap should 
ve placed in the midst of twen y millions of dollars’ 
worth of proper.y?

This paper had no printing upon it, the 
handwriting is short, cripsy, delicate and was evi 
dently written without especial carefulness. 
The signature is that of Mr. Davis and it was the first 
documeat he signed us president. The paper was 
the ordinary note paper used in those days; the in- 
dorsement on the document, which is said ta be in 
the writing of the late Johnson J. Hooper,is in these 
words:

Back Taxes. 
Brom the Nashville Banner. 

The Louisville and Nashville railroad company 
has iiled a bill in the United States court upon 
which it bas procureda restraining order agaiust 
the comptrolier from proceeding?to asses its proper: 
ty for taxes prior to the year 1875. ‘The order was 
Served upon thecomptroller with notice that a-mo- 
tion Would be made fora preliminary injunction 
September 3, before Judge HKaxter, of the United 
States court. This will suspend all further proceed- 
ings as against the Louisville and Nashville road 
uutil thissuitis disposed of. It will likely be car- 
ried to the supreme court of the Uniied States. 

The Neshville and Decatur railroad company aiso 
obtain. d a similar order, which has been served on 
the comptroller.

The Two Men Arrested a Charge of Killing the 
Gwinnett County Negro Discharged. 

Yesterday Commissioner Smith heard the 
case of the two men named Brown from 
Gwinnett county. who were charged with com- 
plicity in the killing of the negro who was 
murdered in the Ben Smith district two years 
ago. Severai days ago [He ConstTITUTION had 
an article in reference to the arrest of these 
twomen. At the same time the story of the 
murder was told. The negro was in the em- 
piloy-‘of the government and was sent out 
from Athensin the Ben Smith district of 
Gwinnett county to look after illicit stills, 
and it was while out on one of 
those trips that he was murdered. 
He appeared one day at an 
illicit distillery and asked for work but as he 
was suspected he'was told that he could not 
get employment there. Hethen went on to 
the farm of an old man named Dillard where 
he secured work. That nignt ten armed and 
masked men appeared at the house of the old 
man and demanded the negro. ‘They were 
remonstrated with but stated that they hada 
warrant for his arrest and breaking the door 
‘down they secured their victim and took him 
away. After going ashort distance they hit 
him on the head with a sledge hammer, litter- 
ally smashing in his head. They then weight- 
ed him down with a chain and a big rock and 
threw him intoa mill pond. A month later 
a heavy rain washed up his body 
but no ciue_ couid be found as_ to 
who any of the men were who took him out 
and killed him.’ A man named Lilley was 
run out of the neighborhood and went to 
Athens, where, a few days ago, he stated to 
men connected withthe revenue service that 
he was in. possession of information as to 
who some of the men were who committed 
the murder. He was recommended to the 
authorities asa man of truth, and on the in- 
formation that he gave the two men named 
srOWnN were arrested on a charge « f conspir- 
acy. Last Friday they were before the com- 
missioner, but the case was continued in 
order to get the testimony of the 
old Man Dillard. The case was set for 
yesterday and it was expected that at 
that time there would be some startling de- 
velopments Yesterday, however, to the 
surprise of every one, when the case came up, 
Lilley, the principal! witness, failed to appear, 
and it is said that he cannot be found. It is 
not known what has become of him.
